Lowell police 
officer saves life

Lowell Police Officer 
Gregory Hudon, 24, saved the 
life of a 30 year old man 
Wednesday by performing the 
Heimlich maneuver. 

According to Lowell Police, 
Officer Hudon, graduate from 
the UMass Lowell Police 
Academy, was directing traffic 
on the intersection of Broadway 
and Wilder Street when a vehi¬ 
cle quickly approached him. 
When the vehicle stopped, a 
woman came running out shout¬ 
ing that the man in the vehicle 
was choking. 

Officer Hudon hurried over to 
the vehicle, assisted the man 
from the car, and realized he 
was turning blue, hence apply¬ 
ing the Heimlich maneuver he 
had recently learned in the 


academy. After approximately 
six thrusts, a partial dental plate 
was dislodged from the man’s 
throat. 

Hudon said, “Looking back 
on it, it seems like a blur, but I 
knew right away what needed to 
be done, and was able to call on 
the training.” 

According to Hudon, once the 
victim was able to breath, he 
shook his hand and said, 
‘Thanks, you just saved my 
life.” 

The victim, whose name was 
not released, was able to drive 
away from the incident and did 
not require hospitalization. 

According to the Lowell 
Police Dept., Hudon down¬ 
played any references to him 
being a hero. “I’m just glad l 
happened to be in the right 
place a the right time...” said 
Hudon.

Over the past month, students 
have been distraught over the 
current cable situation. During 
the first three weeks of the 
school year, residential halls 
rooms and much of the campus 
is without cable. 

According to the Associate 
Director of Residential Life 
Andrew Scribner-MacLean nei¬ 
ther Media One nor the office of 
Residential Life is at fault. Since 
January of last year, Residential 
Life and Media One have been 
negotiating a deal that will pro¬ 
vide a bulk-rate cable package. 
Terms of the deal include a 
fixed monthly rate of seven dol¬ 
lars per month per student. The 
monthly rate will benefite the 
approximate 70% of residents 
with televisions who live in the 
residential halls. The contract 
proposal stipulated that cable 
will be installed in lounges 
across campus and in specific 
television rooms in certain 
learning buildings. Also includ¬ 
ed in the cable package is the 
creation of a station for UMass 
Lowell sporting events, on-cam¬ 
pus news, speeches, and lectures 
given by professors. 

Scribner MacLean said that a 
major advantage of the proposal 
is the organization of billing.

Last Tuesday Chancellor 
William T. Hogan announced 
that UMass Lowell has reorga¬ 
nized the Division of 
Humanities and Social Sciences 
to include the fine arts. 

According to the Office of 
Public Information, the division 
represents a combination of the 
College of Fine Arts with the 
College of Arts and Sciences. 

Dr. Nancy Kleniewski, former 
dean of the College of Arts and 
Sciences Division of the College 
of Humanities and Social 
Sciences, will be the dean of the 
new division.

With the current cable situation 
students have been tardy paying 
their monthly bills. The plan of 
centralized billing would make 
it easier on Media One and 
Residential Life. The university 
would only receive one bill for 
the entire campus. 

According to Scribner- 
MacLean the deal between 
Media One and the university 
was all but finalized. 

Technicians of the cable compa¬ 
ny came to survey the campus, 
and because of certain technical¬ 
ities they were unable to begin 
installation. Media One sales¬ 
people, who brokered the deal 
with the university were not at 


exciting opportunities for facul¬ 
ty and students to collaborate 
with each other and to draw on 
campus resources regardless of 
their area of specialization,” said 
Dean Kleniewski. 

Although Chancellor Hogan 
believes the combination will 
benefit students, many are 
uncertain of it’s merit. 

Jeremy Firth, 18, a sophomore 
in the Criminal Justice 
Department, believes the effect 
of the merger will be negative. 
“The students may be educated 
in more than one field but they 
won’t have as great of a specific 
knowledge in their particular 
studies,” said Firth. 

Jameson Nordberg, 18, a 
freshman in the Music 
Department is apprehensive 


fault, however, the Office of 
Residential Life feels Media 
One promised the university 
something they could not pro¬ 
vide. The City of Lowell’s cable 
head is trying to find a solution 
to the difficulties that caused 
the proposal to be voided. 

Scribner-MacLean said that 
this is one of his offices main 
priorities this year. He also said 
that for the deal to be finalized 
it has to cost approximately 
$75,000 to $80,000 or a reason¬ 
able price. He feels very confi¬ 
dent that there will be a new and 
innovative cable package in the 
near future.

Mike Blanchard, 20, a junior 
in the Department of 
Environmental Earth and 
Atmospheric Sciences agrees 
with the merger, but is con¬ 
cerned about any potential 
financial cuts. “This merger will 
give me the opportunity to have 
a broader based education, 
instead of it being narrowly 
focused, but if it’s an excuse to 
cut the budget it will be detri¬ 
mental to the departments,” said 
Blanchard. 

According to Chancellor 
Hogan, the mission of the uni¬ 
versity is to produce well-round¬ 
ed individuals with practical 
knowledge in their fields of 
study. Chancellor Hogan said, 

“It is my hope, that by creating 
this new division that the quality 
and breadth of the student expe¬ 
rience here will be even 
greater.” 

According to the Office of 
Public Information, the merger 
is one of the three changes 
Chancellor Hogan proposed six 
months ago. The other changes 
include renaming the College of 
Education to the Graduate 
School of Education, which will 
be moved to the Lawrence Mills 
site. Additionally, the Division 
of Continuing Studies and 
Corporate Education will be 
reconfigured over the next year 
to become the Division of 
Continuing Studies and 
Corporate education.

Computers are far from infal¬ 
lible and computer analysts are 
concerned about the year 2000 
bug (Y2K). This programming 
imperfection will affect not only 
computers but many electronic 
devices in modem society like 
cars, elevators and thermostats. 
These machines have tiny com¬ 
puter chips that could fail on 
January 1, 2000. VCRs for 
example cannot be programmed 
to record after the last day of 
1999. 

According to National Public 
Radio some power companies 
are concerned about whether 
they can provide electrical 
power on Jan. 1st 2000. 

John Callahan, a member of 
the Library Systems Office gave 
a short history about the cause 
of the Y2K bug. According to 
Callahan, the Y2K bug is a 
problem due to the way that 
computers calculate time. 

In the early days of computer 
programming, memory was 
very expensive. Programmers 
were taught by universities to 
use as little computer memory 


as possible. For this reason, pro¬ 
grammers used two digits 
instead of four to calculate the 
year. Computers that use only 
two digit dates may be unable 
to understand that a new centu¬ 
ry has started. 

Mr. Callahan said that it is 
like an example of a child who 
is born in 1998. If the birth reg¬ 
istry computer only uses two 
digit years, then the computer 
might calculate the child’s age 
at 2000 as either 2 or 98. 
According to Callahan, depend¬ 
ing on the computer, the pro¬ 
gram might either send a mes¬ 
sage to the Social Security com¬ 
puter to send the child its pen¬ 
sion or alternatively the entire 
computer may crash. “Time is 
very important in computing,” 
said Mr. Callahan. 

Mr. Callahan also gave a 
number of suggestions as how 
to protect your computer from 
Y2K. Keep hard copies of 
important personal files. Many 
institutions do not keep hard 
copies. Also diagnose the sys¬ 
tems around your home that 
might be vulnerable to Y2K and 
then, either replace, make the 

system compliant, or throw 
away the system.

On Saturday, October 3, a new 
program, the Massachusetts 
Community Water Watch, 
removed 3 tons of trash from the 
Black Brook during their first 
river cleanup of the year. 
Participating in the cleanup were 
students from UMass Lowell, 
Middlesex Community College 
and Northern Essex Community 
College, as well as community 
members from Lowell. 

More than 20 shopping carts, 

1 lawn mower, 50 bags of trash, 
several car and truck parts and 1 
bowling ball were removed from 
the river, as well as several other 
items in the three hours that 
about 15 volunteers worked. 

“The cleanup was a success, 
we were able to go there and 
have fun, while making a differ¬ 
ence in the water quality of our 
community,” said Mara Crane, a 
volunteer with Massachusetts 
Community Water Watch from 


UMass Lowell. 

Massachusetts Community 
Water Watch is a new program 
this year in Lowell and through¬ 
out the state that is working in 
partnership with AmeriCorps, 
the National Service Initiative 
and MASSPIRG, a statewide 
student-directed program with 
local chapters at UMass Lowell 
and Middlesex Community 
College. The Water Watch pro¬ 
gram has four main objectives: 
community river cleanups, 
streamwalking (water quality 
monitoring), environmental edu¬ 
cation, and improving communi¬ 
ty stewardship and volunteering. 
As a result of a grant from 
AmeriCorps, two AmeriCorps 
members were placed in Lowell 
to organize full time around 
water quality issues in the com¬ 
munity. 

Several more cleanups are 
being planned this year. The 
next cleanup will be organized 
as a part of National Make a 
Difference Day on Oct. 24th. 

The City of Lowell will be rec¬ 


ognizing that day with several 
community service projects, 
including the Water Watch 
Cleanup. Though the details 
have yet to be solidified, Water 
Watch is hoping to have the 


Merrimack Canal partially 
drained, in an attempt to get the 
waste in the river that is usually 
nearly impossible to safely clean 
up.

We cannot let child¬ 
hood asthma rates continue to 
soar, and life to be erased from 
our waterways all at the expense 
of stubborn bunch of utilities.

The field hockey team broke 
its ten game loss-win streak 
with a commanding 7-0 win 
over Franklin Pierce College 
last Tuesday.
